In New York, New Jersey and Penn- 
sylyania the loss was 2.2 per cent; 
in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan 
and Wisconsin, it was the average, 
97.7. 

Out in the wheat and corn belts, 
from which the greatest complaints 
of agricultural distress have come in 
high and clamorous notes, the loss of 
farm population was only 2 per cent. 
Only the east south central group, em- 
bracing Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama 
and Mississippi, with a loss of 1.7
